THE MEATH HOUNDS. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT) 

The week-end was remarkable for good scent and 
fast runs in fine weather, On Friday, Moygiare 
was the meet, when a brace of foxes was found in 
the covert.

Aiightiy headed, he turned back to 
Rowanstown covert. The pack, with a fine scent, 
gave him no time to linger here, so he again crossed 
the brook, bat got t ground in the next field after 
sixteen minutes, which finished an enjoyable day. 
On Saturday, a by-day, Slane Castle was the tryst. 
All the Slahe coverts were blank, hounds speaking 
first in Leslie's gorse. There was & lot of covert 
work to begin with, followed by a quick hunt past 
Newrath House, down the glen, and up the acclivity 
into the Plan Wood" of Silane. Still on through 
the length of the latter to “ Little Wood,” then 
along the roadside by Mulladilion, back to Leslie's 
gorse: but the huotsman did not let hounds into it 
and the hunt went on te Tankardsiown. Two short 

ins, one from the gorse near the wood, 
other fram Hussey’s, resulted in both foxes getting 
to ground locally. Chamberstown was blank, which 
finished.

CATTLE FEEDING STUFFS. 


CONTROL AND SUPPLY. 


5° i 
ARGENTINE LINSEED CROP 
FAILURE, 


A correspondent writes that he was informed 
on Saturday by two of the largest cake 
sellers in the country that they had no cattle 
ood to offer at the controlled price, while an 
t for a large English firm told him that 
his and eixty other agents’ services were no 
required, and that no more of the meal 
the firm would be forthcoming until 
Jafiuary. That state of affairs was most serious 
for owners of cattle and, indirectly, for the 
whole community. The correspondent adds 
that he was offered cake freely enough before 
the Order of Friday last limiting prices. 
A leading 


Dublin manufacturer of linseed 
cake br a doubt whether our correspon- 
dent wae able to obtain cattle food with any 
freedom before the Order, for scarcity had 
prevailed for some time. Shipping difficulties 
constituted one cause of that, and another was 
the total failure this year of the Argentine 
linseed crop. Instead of the ueual crep of n 
million tona, there was only a tenth, or a 
hundred thousand tone. The major portion 
the crop wae destroyed by a drought, which 
lasted ‘months. Ae a consequence, Indian 

lies had to be relied upon, and shipping 
dliffoulties were still greater in that case, as 
the voyage might occupy two months, instead 
of some five weeks, as from the Argontine. 
That made quite an important difference. Re 
cently a lot of the Liverpool mills were idle 
for nearly a month, and also mille in Scot- 
land and Ireland, waiting for fresh supplies of 
raw material. 

The Farmers’ Gatette this week says:—" The 
Order reducing the selling P= of feeding 
stuffs is a measure of relief which farmers 
were promised by the Food Controller at the 
time f prices were fixed. It has been 
already referred to as ‘some measure of com- 
fort,’ but it looks as if the relief will not 
go far in making the problem of feeding stock 
any easier this winter. It ia, no doubt, good 
to know that linseed cake, which has n 
costing £22 and £24 per ton, has now been 
dropped to £19, and cotton cake from £19 to 
£4 Aos. but the trouble ia: Can eupplies be 
obtained at those lower rates? Stocks, as 
everyone knows, are very small, and no increase 
in shipments can be looked for, but rather the 
reverse. The truth is, ae farmere have been 
warned long since, chief reliance for food this 
winter must be placed on home-grown grains 
and their offal The present scarcity of feed- 
ing etuffe and materials, which the firme in 
the trade fully admit, is little Jikely to be 
eased in the coming months, so that farmers 
must be patient if they cannot benefit as fully 
as they might wieh by the new Order.” 

An Official of the Department of Agriculture 
said that the Department warned farmers again 
and again that thore would be this winter very 
emall supplies of imported feeding stuffs, and 
it wae clearly pointed out to them that it was 
not economical now to finish off cattle to the 
same degree as in norma) times. There was, 
he conceded, a contrary opinion on that point, 
for some held that primo finishing was seeured 
without extra expenditure on feeding stuffs. Now 
that the Food Controller had reduced the price 
of feeding stuffs, as he intimated months ago 
his intention of doing, as a partial justification 
for the cattle prices he fixed, farmers com- 
lained that the reduction in price was useless, 

ause feeding stuffs could not be obtained. 
They were, however, clearly warned that the 
supply of feedin 
winter, and tha hey would have to make 
éhift with home-vrown articles, so they had 
no ground for complaint. The “ home-grown 
grains” referred to above were, of course, 
caine unsuitable for use as human food. In 
hia opinion, the Government was trying to get 
farmers to face the fact that they must contrive 
to do with a minimum of imported food. 
A larce feeder who waa at the Dublin 
Cattle Market last week said that the reduc- 
tion in price did not help him much. To use a 
Kildare expression: “They will give you all 
the deef in the park if you catch them your- 
self.” Ho was prepared to give £22 and more 
per ton for twenty or thirty tons of feecing 
stuffs if he could obtain them. 

The same assertion of short supplies of raw 
material waa made by a Dublin firm who sell 
meal. For twelve monthe they had been with- 
out molasses to make the kind of meal they 
usually gold, and had been obliged to make 
R dry meal as a substitute. Recently they had 
heen able to secure in their turn a fresh supply 
of molasses and resume the making of their 
usual product, to sell, however, a! about £18 
per ton.

The actual business of yesterday's con- 
ference was, of course, private. We have 
beforé us only Admiral Benson’s assur- 
ance, on behalf of the American mission, 
that “the United States are heart and 
soul in the war,” and that is stfficient 
guarantee that the American Government 
and people will leave nothing undone,to 
fulfil those urgent requirements of the 
Allies which Mr. Lloyd George ortlined. 
We know, however, that President Wilson 
has laid down one general cofgition of 
the effective co-operation of the United 
States. It is that unity of plan 
ant control between all the Allies 
is essential if the great resotirces 
of the United States are to‘be used 
to the best advantage. Such ‘unity 
it is the purpose of the Supreme War 
Council, announced in Mr. Lloyd George’s 
Paris speech, to accomplish. Sir Edward 
Carson’s speech to the Constitutional Club 
in London yesterday will remove any re- 
maining doubts as to the character of 
that instrument of unity which the 
excesses of the Prime Minister's calculated 
indiscretion have left in the public mind 
It will remove tiem, at least, from the 
minds of all people who were concerned 
with honest criticism of the profgsals out- 
lined in the speech rather than with seiz- 
ing a fruitful occasion for venting politi- 
cal spite against Mr. Lloyd George. To 
such vendors of schism and mistrust Sir 
Edward Carson administered a crushing 
rebuke, which is powerfully reinforced’ by 
M. Clemenceau’s fine Ministerial declara- 
tion at yesterday’s meeting of the French 
Chamber. M. Clemenceau has assumed office 
“with the single thought of the war.” He 
warns intriguers that from him they need 
expect no mercy ; he appeals to patriots to 
remember that to the soldiers they owe all 
without reserve. For Great Britain, as 
for France, there is “one plain duty—to 
remain with the soldier, to live, suffer, and 
fight with him, and to renounce all that 
is not pour la patrie.” 

That is equally the moral of Sir Edward 
Carson’s fine speech. Our only difference 
with him is where he seemed to claim that 
naval and military advisers and com- 
manders should be wholly exempt from 
Within limits it is right that 
criticism should be aimed at the re- 
sponsible political chief rather than 
against the professional expert; but the 
claim can easily be pushgd too far. The 
fear which Mr. Lloyd “George's Paris 
speech inspired, however, was that the 
scheme for achieving unity of Allied action 
might involve divided responsibility and 
political interference with strategy; and 
on that point, as we have said, Sir Edward 
Carson provided the most ample assur- 
ances which should finally silence this 
controversy. He said that, if there were 
the slightest idea of politicians interfering 
with soldiers, he would not hold office in 
the War Cabinet for ten minutes; that he 
knew of no adviser on military matters

No state of war exists between the 
United States and Austria, or between the 
United States and Turkey. There are 
signs, however, that pressure will be 
brought to induce the Administration in 
Washington to make a formal declaration 
against Austria at all events, and probably 
against her Oriental Ally. America has a 
strong domestic argument in favour of this 
course. The work of espionage in the 
United States has been taken over largely 
by the Austrians from the Germans, since 
the former do not come under the 
edi¢ts which restrict the activities of 
alien enemies. Austrians must have 
now become more arrogant and daring 
owing to their recent successes against 
Italy, and will be more active than ever 
as spies. When the rumours of an 
Austrian overture for a separate peace 
were current it may have been thought by 
President Wilson’s advisers that any 
definite proposal to this end would be 
facilitated if there were no declared war 
between America and the weaker of the 
two Central Powers. There is overwhelm- 
ing reason now, however, that the United 
States should be solid with the 
along the whole battle-front of Europe.

There was an echo of yesterday s debate 
in the fine spgech which Sir Edward Car- 
son delivered at the Constitutional Club 
this afternoon. A good deal of it was de- 
voted to what he called the “ sham crisis’ 
that had been worked up in the Press last 
week. I do not think that the Press need 
worry. One has only to compare Mr. 
Lloyd George's Paris oration with that 
which he deiivered yesterday to notice a 
considerable change of tone, and even of 
substance, in his description of the new 
Allied Council: If the Press manufactured 
a crisis, it was the Prime Minister who 
provided them with the material. In fact, 
he admitted that he deliberately made his 
speech “disagreeable” in order to create 
a sensation and rivet men’s minds upon 
the reform that he wanted. 

In its temporary quarters the Constitu- 
tional Club cannot entertain nearly as 
many persons as in its old home in 
Northumberland avenue. ‘There was no 
room for guests at to-day s luncheon, but 
there was a large attendance of members.

The Food Coatrol Committee for Ireland is 
only now getting into ite stride, and it is ex- 
pected that when it gets to work it will. dis- 
cover some cases of evasion of the Food Orders 
which it will bring before the Courts of Justice. 
It is well known that the prices fixed by the 
Food Controller are not always observed. 

Almost all the principal foodstuffs have been 
brought under control—namely, bread and flour, 
meat, potatoes, tea, sugar, milk, butter, cheese, 
margarine, pork, bacon, and feeding-stuffs for 
| livestock. In many of these no maximum price 
has yet been fixed, The minimum price for 
potatoes bas been reduced from £6 to £4, and 
typ immediate result of that has been that’ 
potatoes were sold in Dublin for the past two 
days at 8d. and 9d. per stone, the previous price 
being ls. Butter, it is stated, which may be 
bought at the rate of le. 10d. per Ib. in the 
country ie being sold by retail in Dublin at 
2s. 4d. or 2s. 5d. per Ib. Surely this is exces- 
| sive profit, even when railway charges and cost 
of delivery are added to the origina! price. 

In the House of Commons, a few weeks ago, 
it was stated by the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Food Ministry that information had been 
received of several instances of attempte to ex- 
eeed the maximum prices fixed for butter, and 
that these cases were being investigated. A 
maximum price for milk has not yet been fixed, 
but Mr. Clynes, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Food Minigtty, stated some days ago that it 
would shortly be fixed for the winter menthe. 

Although certain sugar regulations are in force 
by which retailers must register, the maximum 
price has not been fixed. Householders and 
private individuals will be dealt with by means 
of registration cards, which will be delivered at 
their houses by the police. The scheme of 
sugar distribution is designed to secure that 
such supplies ae are available shall be dis. 
tributed without suspicion of favour. 

The public appreciate the reduction of the 
4 ib. loaf of bread from ls. to 9d. It remains 
to be seen how the consumer will relish the 
potato bread which, in the course of a short 
time, will be brought into the market to relieve 
ithe consumption of flour.
